Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The purpose of this interview was to clarify the Examiner's position 
taken in the final rejection with respect to the 112, 1st paragraph rejection. In light of the intended use as a probe, Mr. 
Bone and Mr. Owens stressed the functionality of the vinylogous carboxylic acid compounds to define the scope of the 
compounds. In response, the Examiner expressed concern over the function of the probe and the ions that are 
targeted by that probe. Specifically, the Examiner asked for clarification on the compounds being detected and how 
this helps define the scope of the class of compounds being claimed. From the discussion, it appears that the scope of 
the vinylogous carboxylic acid compounds can be described based on their function as an ionic probe used to indirectly 
detect an analyte. It was indicated that the Applicant would file an RCE and present additional arguments against the 
prior art rejections set forth in the prior Office action. The Examiner indicated that the grounds of rejection, including 
the rejection of the specific compounds claimed, will also be reconsidered. 
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
